The 
first  section  of  Jesus’  sermon  is  called 
the  Beatitudes  (vss.  1-16). 

In  the  Beatitudes  Jesus  tau^t  that 
the  disciple  whose  life  is  characterized 
by  all  of  the  Beatitudes  is  a  profound 
iifiuence  on  the  world.  The  Butitudes 
are  a  well-known  form  of  biblical 
speech.  Inthis  pass^e  Jesus  presents 
a  number  of  BeatiMes.  The  exact 
number  of  Beatitudes  is  a  matter  of 
opinion  among  New  Testament  scho- 
Iw. 

The  account  in  Matthew  probably 
has  nine  Beatitudes.  The  nine

Beatitudes  do  not  describe  nine  diffe¬ 
rent  classes  of  persons.  Rather,  tbe 
true  dtodple  wiU  fMssess  most  or  an  of 
these  charactertotics.  Similarly,  tbe 
promised  blessings  are  not  divided 
among  separate  dasses  d  disciples, 
but  are  aU  aspects  of  the  blessing  God 
gives  now  and  later  to  loyal  disciides. 

This  blessedness  is  not  something 
that  disciples  uho  are  thus  described 
fed.  It  is  a  quality  unerringly  ascribed 
to  them  in  the  estimate  of  (iod. 

I.  Characteristics  of  the  Disciple  (5:1- 

12). 

In  these  12  verses  nine  Beatitudes 
are  laid  down.  Each  begins  with  “bles¬ 
sed.”  “Blessed”  represents  a  Hebrew 
or  Aramaic  phrase  which  to  of  the  na¬ 
ture  of  an  exclamation  that  generahy 
translates  as  “happy.”  Jesus  is  not  of¬ 
fering  rewards;  He  is  stating  facts. 
Sometimes  the  fact  is  in  the  present, 
sometinies  it  is  an  event  in  the  future. 
But  even  though  its  manifestation  be 
postponed  to  anothw  stage  of  exis¬ 
tence,  it  to  nevertheless  a  fact,  and 
Jesus  sees  and  states  it  His  language 
is  that  of  one  who  witnesses  a  great 
triumph  or  a  striking  success,  and  of¬ 
fers  felicitations. 

We  have  presented  to  us  features  of 
character,  conduct,  or  experience  on 
which  Jesus  congratalates  men  be¬ 
cause  of  the  results  v;hich  accrue  to 
them.  Each  “blessihg”  is  accom¬ 
panied  by  the  reason  for  which  it  is 
pronoonced,  and  sometimes,  thou^ 
not  always,  tbe  whole  statement  ap¬ 
pears  to  be  a  paradox. 

“Poor  in  spirit”  (v.  3)  is  a  reference 
to  those  who  accept  tbe  hardships  and 
limitations  of  life  without  bitterness 
toward  men  or  God,  and  dius  place 
their  lives  in  God’s  hands.  They  will  be 
in  the  kingdom  of  heaven,  which  is  the 
rule  of  in  the  heart  of  a  person. 

In  verse  S  “meek”  means  more  than 
gentle.  It  describes  the  person  who  is 
bumble  and  trustful  towards  .God  even 
though  outward  conditions  of  life  are 
not  easy.  It  is  the  opposite  of  self- 
centered.  It  accepts  life  under  God 
without  complaint  or  inner  bitterness. 

In  verse  8  the  “pure  in  heart”  de¬ 
scribes  a  person  not  merely  free  frxHn 
lust  and  evil  desire.  Rather,  it  de¬ 
scribes  a  person  who  is  single-minded 
in  complete  loyalty  to  God  and  his  pur¬ 
poses. 

The  disciple  is  filled  with  these 
characteristics.  The  disciple  of  Jesus 
ton  IgariMr  under  the  teadiing  and  in-' 
Huenee  of  Jesus,  the  word  (raiwlated 
triple  literally  means 


as  disciples  we  must  have  the  charac- 
taistics  described  in  tbe  Beatitudes. 

These  characteristics  of  the 
Beatitudes  arecoosistent  wiUi  the  type 
of  Messiah  Jesus  revealed  himself  to 
be  through  the  temptation  experience. 

n.  laflaMce  of  the  Dlidple  (6:11-16). 

'  In  verse  11  Jesus  turned  to  his  dSKi- 
ples  and  warned  them  that  in  their 
case  suffering  “for  righteousness' 
sake”  will  mean  being  subjected  to 
abuse,  persecuti<Hi,  and  every  kiDd  of 
calumny  “for  his  s^e.”  When  be,  tbe 
Messiah,  is  witodrawn  from  them,  the 
hatred  of  the  world,  directed  against 
him  while  he  is  on  earth,  will  be  turned 
against  his  followers.  They  must  re¬ 
joice  greatly  in  the  kiwwledge  that 
such  suffering  is  an  indication  that 
they  are  in  the  true  line  of  descent  from 
the  prophets  who  fta^told  tbe  Mes¬ 
siah’s  coming. 

Those  prophets  and  the  people  to 
whom  they  spoke  were  a>  “pecidiar” 
people,  and  the  disciples  of  Jesus  mist 
also,  by  the  very  nature  of  their  cal¬ 
ling,  be  “distinctive.”  It  is  this'truth 
which  is  expressed  in  Jesus’  descrip- 
ti(Mi  of  them  as  “salt  of  the  eardi.”  The 
most  obvious  general  diaracteristic  of 
salt  is  that  it  is  essentially  different 
from  the  medium  into  which  it  to  put. 
Its  powo-  lies  precisely  in  this  differ¬ 
ence. 

The  powerof  the  dtocipled  Jesus  in 
this  world  lies  in  his  difference  from 
die  world.  Tbe  Christian  is  as  different 
from  odier  men  as  the  salt  on  a  plate  is 
different  from  the  food  into  which  it  is 
placed.  Another  primmy  function  of 
salt  is  to  preserve,  to  arrest  decay,  to 
act  as  an  antiseptic.  The  disciple,  ac¬ 
cordingly,  is  called  tobe  a  mx'al  disin¬ 
fectant  in  a  world  where  moral  stan¬ 
dards  are  low,  constanUychangimor 
nonexistent.  But  the  (lisciple.of  ,mos 
can  fulfill  this  function  only  if  be  him¬ 
self  retains  his  virtue— and  this  calls 
for  much  self-discipline. 

The  disciple  of  Jesus  is  likoied  also 
toa  li^t  He  is  to  obtain  his  light  from 
Jesus  who  is  the  Light  of  the  worid.  If 
this  qiecial  light  of  influence  is  to  be  of 
great  help  in  the  worid  of  darkness,  it 
must  be  in  a  con^icious  place. 

So  the  disciples  of  Jesus  are  not  to 
hide  themselves,  but  live  and  work  in 
places  where  th^  influence  may  be 
felt  The  light  in  disciples  that  comes 
from  Jesus  must  be  fully  visible  to 
othmi,  but  not  for  their  own  glorlfica- 
ti<ai.  Others  must  see  Jesus  to  ihe  dis- 
clples  of  Jesus.

One  of  my  favorite  memories  of  my  student  years  at  the  University  of  Virginia 
is  tbe  fall  of  tbe  year.  We  would  drive  up  to  tbe  top  of  tbe  nearby  mountains  and 
look  across  miles  of  colorful  foliage.  Words,  of  course,  camot  and  could  not 
/'^MjlBIB^deecribe  it  You  must  see  it  However,  it  was  not  just  seeing  it 
;  I  stood  in  sUmt  ecstasy  that  made  those  virits  most 

standing  with  someone  and  sharing  the 
together. 

^  Sharing  oar  experiences 

I  think  that  was  what  J(to  bad  inmind  as  he  optoied  bis  first 
He  and  tbe  members  of  his  church  had  e)q>erienced  tbe 
presence  and  power  and  ^ory  of  Jesus'  Christ  in  thrir  lives. 
^^H^^V||They  had  seen  this  new  life,  beard  it,  and  touchnl  it  The 
^*etemal  life  that  was  tbe  life  of  tbe  heavenly  Father  had  now 
Hales  become  a  reafll^in  their  earthly  lives. 

But,  there  a  q>ecial  chfuacter  to  this  life  from  God.  It  not  only  changed  the 
ones  who  received  it  It  not  rndy  washed  away  thrir  sins.  It  not  only  made  them 
new  creatures  in  Christ  It  was  such  a  life-expanding  experience  that  the  believ¬ 
ers  were  motivate  to  decUue  it,  share  it,  give  testimony  to  it  I  never  returned 
from  tbe  mountain  drive  without  trying  to  share  the  beauty  of  tbe  si^t  with 
school  friends.  I  wrote  itoout  it  on  English  themes.  Letters  imme  to  my  parents 
and  to  my  beloved  sweetheart  were  filled  with  my  attempts  in  words  to  describe 
the  spluidix'  of  tbe  colors. 

Sharing  for  a  purpose 

The  main  reason  I  sought  to  share  the  beauty  of  the  mountains  was  to  encour¬ 
age  my  bearers  to  go  and  see  for  themselves.  I  cWd  only  talk  or  write  about  the 
experience.  I  could  not  give  others  my  experience.  John  was  sharing  his  tes¬ 
timony  so  that  the  readers  might  open  toeir  lives  to  (jod’s  life  and  find  f  ^owship 
witii  the  believers  in  that  q)ecial  fellowship  or  family  of  tbe  Fati^.  Ihe  love  of 
God  moved  him  to  seek  otiiers  to  experience  for  themselves  that  same  love. 

As  others  did  read  or  bear  his  testimcmy  and  believed  in  Christ  for  themselves, 
John  would  find  his  “joy  may  be  com|dete.”  That’s  what  happens  in  sharing  of 
our  faith.  As  otiiers  f  M  what  we  have  found,  our  lives  are  also  blessed.  We  do  not 
lose  the  joy  but  gain  more  jay.  We  have  more  of  what  we  gave  to  others. 

The  beauty  of  mountains  lasted  only  a  few  weeks  each  year.  The  leaves  fell 
and  only  a  memory  remained .  Not  so  with  etemai  life.  Once  we  experience  it,  we 
do  not  iose  it  Not  a  memory  but  a  continuing,  dynamic,  ^wing  experience  to 
share  and  to  enjiqr.

One  of  the  best  ways  to  complhnent 
parents  is  to  compliment  their  chil¬ 
dren.  Parents  like  to  hear  aomeooe 
say,  “Oh,  you  have  such  well- 
mannered  children.”  or  “your  child  is 
so  sweet”  It  is  pleasing  to  bear  some¬ 
one  say,  “Your  diildren  are  good  chil- 
*en.” 

Few  rewards  in  life  are  more  impor¬ 
tant  than  parents  knowing  that  their 
children  have  become  mature  adults 
who  practice  right  living. 

(3iildren  don’t  aisrays  feel  the  way 
tiidr  parents  do  about  being  good. 
Sometimes  they  seem  to  think  there  is 
something  bad  about  beii^  good.  They 
don’t  always  want  to  be  the  perfect  lit¬ 
tle  angels  mother  and  daddy  think  they 
are.  Perhaps  they  are  umwmfortable 
With  too  much  goodness  because  of  the 
hmer  standards  set  by  some  of  their 
friends  around  them.  At  any  rate,  they 
want  to  make  many  of  the  decialans 
about  right  and  wrong  in  their  lives. 
Yet  they  need  parents  who  will  be  con¬ 
cerned  and  guide  them. 

When  (jod’s  people  were  in  Egyptian 
slavery  many  of  their  choices  were 
made  for  them.  Now  they  were  receiv¬ 
ing  the  freedom  they  had  longed  for, 
but  with  that  freedom  would  come  le- 
sponsibility.  They  had  more  freedom 
to  choose  than  ever  before.  They  had 
tbe  privilege  of  choosing  what  was 
ri^t  but  thi^  might  also  cboOee  what 
was  wrong. 

Ute  people  of  Israel  needed  God’s 
direction  aa  much  as  ever  before.  They 
needed  some  guiddineo.  It  was  impor¬ 
tant  that  they  turn  their  freedom  into 
right  living.  The  entire  future  of  Israel 
depended  on  a  right  relationahip  with 
God  that  resulted  in  right  living.

Freedem  (21:14). 

Slavery  did  exist  among  the  Heb¬ 
rews.  However.  God  did  not  lead  the 
Hdbrew  people  to  practice  it.  When' 
they  had  slaves  they  were  not  follow- 
ing^the  direcUon  of  God. 

The  Bible  does  not  here  or  elsewhere 
toach  that  slavery  is  right  (Jod  never 
Int^ed  for  people  to  be  owned  by 
ppigiie.  He  always  taught  that  It  eras 
•rgng  to  reduce  a  person  to  the  level  of 
•  thi>«  which  another  person  owned. 

A  kind  of  slavery  can  exist  in  the 
home  when  husband  and  wife  treat 
emdi  other  as  thihgdtOhe  manipalated 
rather  than  persons  created  in  the 


image  of  God  to  be  loved .  Children  will 
have  difficulty  growing  to  mature 
adulthood  if  their  parents  treat  them 
as  things  rather  than  lives  entrusted  to 
them  by  the  Lord. 

Today  we  have  a  responaibility  in 
tbe  neighborhood,  in  the  factory,  on 
tiw  job  and  in  all  personal  relation- 
ships.  It  is  important  to  treat  people  as 
people.  It  is  tragic  when  we  try  to  use 
them  as  things  for  our  own  selfish  be- 
neRL 

There  are  several  ways  in  which 
Hebrews  could  become  Raves.  They 
might  through  poverty  sell  themselves 
into  slavery.  Children  whose  parents 
were  poverty-stricken  might  actually 
find  slavery  to  be  a  better  way  out. 
Sonnetimes  Hebrews  became  slaves 
through  crime. 

(>od  wanted  a  way  out  of  slavery  for 
his  people  when  they  were  in  E^t. 
God  wanted  a  way  out  of  slavery  for 
individuals  among  the  Hebrews.  He 
could  have  immediately  declared 
everyone  free.  Instead  he  took  the 
people  where  they  were  and  led  them 
toward  where  they  should  be.  God  said 
that  a  Hebrew  slave’s  servitude  must 
end  when  the  sixth  year  of  it  was  com¬ 
pleted.  Freedom  was  God’s  desire  for 
every  individual. 

n.  God  Demands  Right  Living  That 
Reqoires  Pair  Treataaeat  For  al 
(22:2145). 

The  human  mind  of  ten  tries  to  forget 
past  experiences  that  were  bitter  or 
unpleasant.  What  a  temptation  it 
would  be  for  the  Israelites  to  forget 
those  past  years  of  slavery  and  op- 
(wessioa.  Y  et  there  was  one  thing  they 
must  never  forget  They  knew  how  it 
felt  to  be  sfrangers  in  Egypt  This  was 
to  be  rememboed  as  they  dealt  with 
strangers  among  their  .own  people. 
They  kitew  tbe  heart  of  a  stranger  and 
how  It  fdt  when  they  were  vexed  and  - 
oppressed.  Rementering  their  own 
would  give  them  a  l^emess  of 
strangers.  — 

Widows  and  orphans  were  espe¬ 
cially  weak  and  defenseless.  ()ften 
they  had  no  one  to  turn  to  in  their 
belpiestness.  If  others  mistreated 
them  there  was  little  they  could  do 
about  it  Here  God  showed  how  much 
he  cared.  If  God  cai'ed,  theO  his  people 
must  also  care. 

Today  we  know  God  as  loving  and 
caring.  Because  we  are  hlschiklren  he 
expects  us  to  express  the  same  kind  of 
love  and  care.  We  have  a  responsibil¬ 
ity  toward  those  who  are  weak. 


If  the  people  of  Israel  oppressed 
others  they  would  only  bring  about  and 
hasten  the  day  of  their  own  oppression. 
Only  God ’s  protection  could  keep  them 
from  the  sword .  God ’s  care  alone  could 
protect  the  wives  from  becoming 
widows  and  the  children  from  becom¬ 
ing  fatherless. 

Sometimes  Christians  are  impatient 
with  others  who  are  oppressed  by  sin, 
difficulty  and  distress.  It  is  easy  to 
criticize  and  say  that  will  never  hap¬ 
pen  to  me  and  my  family.  Have  you  * 
noticed  how  often  those  who  are  most 
critical  later  experience  the  same 
things  ttiey  have  criticized? 
in.  God  Demaads  Right  Living  That 
RecogMzes  The  Necessity  af  Pnl- 
ttag  Q«d  First  (22:2649). 

God  was  to  be  first  in  their  attitude. 
They  were  not  to  speak  evil  of  God. 
Most  of  the  people  looked  on  tbe  false 
gods  of  the  heathen  nations  witii  con¬ 
tempt.  However,  this  habit  of  :^aking 
evil  of  false  gods  must  never  be  prac¬ 
ticed  when  speaking  of  the  true  and 
living  God. 

The  rulers  of  the  people  were  to  be 
respected .  God  had  cho^  them  as  his 
leaders.  Words  spoken  of  them  were  to 
express  a  right  attitude. 

God  was  to  be  first  in  their  practice. 
Such  was  clearly  shown  by  their  giv¬ 
ing.  To  give  God  the  last  and  the  least 
evidenced  a  last  and  least  attitude  to¬ 
ward  God..To  give  God  tbe  first  and  Bie 
best  evidenced  a  firstand  best  altitude 
toward  God.

Mob  action  is  self  destruc¬ 
tive  and  destroys  others.  |t  is  not  al¬ 
ways  possible  to  be  true  to  God  md 
true  to  the  crowd.  Being  true  to  God 
leads  to  being  inithfiii  toward  others 

2.  Trafli  above  favor  is  God’s  way 
(22:3).  Evw  the  poor  were  not  to  be 
unduly  favored  just  because  they  were 
poor.  God’s  truth  would  he  aufficlentto 
stand  for  right  living  in  relation  to  tl(e 
poor  as  well  as  in  every  other  sttoatioti 
throughout  life. 


Uniform  Lesson 


Christ’s  glory

John  17:1-26 

The  word  “glory”  is  a  key  word  in 
this  passage,  being  used  in  some  form 
a  tobd  of  seven  times  (17: 1, 4, 5, 10, 22. 
24).  In  tbe  Scriptures  the  word  is  fre¬ 
quently  associated  with  the  presence 
of  God  (1:14).  It  also  is  used  to  refer  to 
that  quality  tbat  a  person  or  thing 
exudes  because  of  an  intrinsic  good¬ 
ness,  beauty,  loveliness,  or  some  other 
positive  property.  For  example  we 
find  that  the  glory  of  God  is  identified 
with  his  perfection  (Isa.  42:8)  and  that 
tbe  glory  of  Lebanon  is  the  beauty  of 
her  trees  (Isa.  60:13). 

In  its  verb  form  (to  glorify)  the  word 
means  to  make  ))onorable  or  to  bring  to 
a  position  of  esteem,  dignity,  and 
worth  as  in  the  death,  resurrection, 
and  ascension  of  Jesus  (17:1,5),  as  in 
tbe  completed  redemption  of  believers 
(Rom.  8:18,30),  and  as  in  the  obedi¬ 
ence  of  (jod’s  Son  (17:4)  and  all  his 
children  (I  Cor.  10:31). 

This  passage  considers  some  of  the 
aspects  of  Christ’s  glory. 

I.  Consider  the  Glory  of  Hit  Cross 
(17:14). 

Jesus  speaks  to  God  in  a  most  sim¬ 
ple,  intimate,  and  open  fashion 
(17:1a).  Personal  praying  at  its  best  is 
simply  talking  with  the  Father.  God 
never  intends  prayer  to  be  compli¬ 
cated.  He  desires  that  we  approach 
him  in  simple  childlike  trust. 

Realizing  that  the  time  of  his 
crucifixion  is  near  (12:23;17:1),  Jesus 
asks  the  Father  to  glorify  him.  In  this 
initial  request  Jesus  has  in  mind  the 
glory  of  the  cross  (12:23-24).  Christ’s 
glory  is  not  just  hi^iest  holiness  on  a 
throne;  it  is  also  sacrificial  suffering 
onacross.  It  is  not  strange  to  believers 
that  Christ  foresaw  glory  in  his  suffer¬ 
ing  and  humiliation.  We  honor,  es- 
and  love  him  more  for  Calvary 
tbn  anything  else. 

As  he  prays  for  God  to  glorify  him  in 
suffering  a^  death,  Jesus  knows  that 
the  end  result  is  that  God  will  be 
glorified  too.  God’s  love  for  sinners  is 
made  manifest  through  Christ’s  death 
on  the  cross  aa  nowlwe  rise.  God  is 
also  glorified  through  Jesus’  obedi¬ 
ence  itself.  Just  as  children  honor  their 
parents  through  their  obedience, 
Jesus  honors  his  Father  through  his 
obedience  unto  death  (17:1,4). 

Jesus  expresses  confidence  that  his 
Father,  who  authorizes  him  to  provide 
eternal  life  to  those  who  believe  in  him. 


is  likewise  going  to  enable  him  to  com¬ 
plete  his  task  (17 :2).  It  is  only  throu^ 
Jesus'  finished  work  that  men  can 
know  the  Father  personally  and  inti¬ 
mately  (17:3,4)  (Rom.  5:10).  This  is 
the  very  essence  of  eternal  life. 

Another  facet  of  Christ’s  glory  in  his 
cross  is  tbe  resulting  ^ory  of  his  re¬ 
surrection  and  ascension.  His  trium¬ 
phant  glory  is  necessarily  preceded  by 
his  sacrificial  glory  (17:4;  12:23,24; 
Phil.  2:9-11).  Jesus  asks  for  the  crown¬ 
ing  act  of  his  glorification  on  tbe  basis 
of  his  faithfulness  in  finishing  his  as¬ 
signed  task  (17:4,5). 

n.  CootMcr  the  Glory  of  His  Disciples’ 

Obedleace  (17:8-19). 

Jesus  goes  on  to  talk  with  the  Father 
about  his  disciples’  need  for  preserve- 
tiMi  and  sanctification.  He  is  obviously 
gratified  that  eleven  of  the  twelve  dis¬ 
ciples  have  believed  that  he  is  authen¬ 
tic  and  have  understood  and  accepted 
his  message  (17:64).  It  is  because  of 
their  acceptance  of  and  obedience  to 
his  message  that  he  is  glorified  in  them 
(17:10).  Only  Judas  rejected  Jesus’ 
role  as  suffering  servant  (17:12).  Ail 
the  others  eventually  accepted  Jesus 
as  suffering  servant  and  along  with  it 
his  challenge  to  them  to  live  lives  of 
self-denial.  It  remains  difficult  for  his 
followers  to  engage  in  sacrificial  liv¬ 
ing.  We  must  remind  ourselves  that 
just  as  his  sacrificial  glory  preceded 
his  triumphant  glory  our  sufferings 
with  him  must  precede  our  triumphant 
glory  with  him  (Rom.  8:17-18). 

Jesus  asks  that  the  Father  preserve 
and  sanctify  his  disciples  (17:15,17). 
This  is  necessary  In  order  that  they 
may  continue  to  glorify  him  as  he 
sends  them  forth  into  a  hostile  world 
with  his  message  (17:18).  Preserva¬ 
tion  from  the  temptations  of  the  evil 
one  is  only  made  possible  through  the 
sanctification  (setting  apart  for  holy 
living)  that  is  accomplished  by  the 
power  of  God’s  truth  (17:17).  God’s 
word,  which  is  truth,  is  that  which  sus¬ 
tains  and  strengthens  hfi'children  for 
holy  living  (Psa.  119:11). 

in.  CoatUer  the  Glary  of  Ws  Chorefa 't 
Uoity  (17:2648). 

In  a  passage  that  lifts  tbe  hearts  of 
every  generation  of  Clwistlans,  Jesus 
asks  the  Father  to  bless  ail  those  who 
wifi  believe  on  him  through  the  witness 
of  the  original  disciples  ( 17 :20).  In  the 
process  Iw  lifts  every  individual  in  the 
church  universal  up  to  the  Father.  His 
prayer  is  that  all  believers  will  be  one 


with  tbe  Father,  with  him,  and  with 
one  another  so  that  the  glory  of 
genuine  brotherhood  will  offer  an  ef¬ 
fective  witness  in  the  world  thus  val¬ 
idating  Jesus  as  one  sent  from  God 
(17:21-23).  We  can  never  overestimate 
the  value  ef  maintaining  unity  in  the 
bond  of  peace.  It  must  be  ^ven  prior¬ 
ity  in  our  churches.  This  i^  of  unity 
is  only  possible  as  believers  personally 
experience  and  appropriate  the  love  of 
God.  Jesus  promises  to  continue  to 
make  God’s  name  (his  character) 
known  to  his  disciples  so  that  they  may 
experience  edification  in  God’s  love 
(17:28). 

Jesus  alM  prays  that  the  church  will 
be  allowed  to  be  with  him  and  see  his 
triumphant  glory  (17:24).  He  previ¬ 
ously  promised  his  disciples  that  they 
would  be  with  him  (14:3).  TTiis  prayer 
is  connected  with  that  promise.  John 
frit  and  expressed  tbe  assurance  of  the 
answering  of  the  prayer  when  he 
wrote,  ”...  we  know  that  when  he  ap¬ 
pears  we  shall  be  like  him  for  we  shall 
see  him  as  be  is”  (I  John  3:2). 

How  wonderful  to  have  tbe  unsur¬ 
passed  privilege  of  sharing  in  his 
glory!  The  glories  of  his  sufferings,  of 
his  resurrection,  of  obedience  to  him, 
and  of  unity  in  him  are  all  ours  for  tbe 
taking.  How  encouraging  to  know  that 
he  not  only  prayed  for  us  to  share  in  Us 
glory  then  but  intercedes  for  us  stUl 
(Heb.  7:25).
